An (semi-)automated apparatus for screening an analyte in a{ sample, with 
a cartridge for holding a plurality of spaced-apart capillary tubes, and 
a tray for holding multiple portions of a sample. '

A process to analyse an analyte in a sample by a fluorescen'tly-labelled- 
conjugate binding-assay in a capillary tube, said capillary tube being at 
least partly coated on its inner surface with a substrate capable of 
binding to a f luorescently-labelled conjugate, on at least portion of Its 
Interior surface and a process for preparing a glass capillary tube. 
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
